A SAILOR'S YARN. 


Ten* the Story of tt>» \Vr«ck 
ofa Brigantine. 


Three sailors were making music with 


a pair oi bones, a tamborine and an ac- 
cordion in the front of No. GO Market 
street, yesterday evening, when a Ber- 
ald reporter entered and inquired for 
Mr. Charles Wilson, second mate of 
the brigantino Emma L HaH, which 
was wrecked at Turk's Island on the 
15th i&st. A tall man with a long black 
beard and a sun-tanned face, came for- 
ward from the group that surrounded 
the musicians, and said: "My name is 
Wilson, sir. I suppose you want mo 
to toll yon how I was shipwrecked, 
Well, eifc down and I'll spin you the 
yarn." 


The music ceased and all eye|» were 
turned on Wilson as he leaned against 
a lounge and told his story. 
"I snipped on the brigantine last 
January," he began, "with Captain 
James McKie, the commander and 
owner. We had made several success- 
ful trips to various ports until we 
topohed at) Turk's Island, on the 7th oi 
this month, for the purpose of getting 
a cargo of salt. On the morning of 
th« 15th we had loaded twelve thousand 
bushels, when I suddenly noticed a big 
black cloud in the sky. I was about 
calling the Captain's attention to it 
when a terrible hurricane struck us 
with immense force. Then a succes 
flion ot great waves crashed against the 
sides of the vessel with terrific force, 
smashing the timbers at each blow. Wo 
rushed at once to the pnmpd and 
worked at them as long as there was a 
bare1 chance that we could save the 
brig; but at half past throo o'clock she 
was struck BO violently that she brok|o 
squarely in two, and then we saw that 
no human power could save her. 
"I got an empty barrel and hitched 


a ropo to it, thinking it would drift to 
the shore and enable us to save some of 
our property, but it would not drift, 
so at last a Norwegian sailor and my- 
self launched the small boat andstarted 
in it, The waves tossed us about like a 
cork, and we were almost in despair of 
ever reaching the shore, though it was 
only eighty yards distance, but at last 
wo succeeded in getting there 
A 


crowd of natives surrounded us as wo 
landed and implored us not to attempt 
to leach tho vessel again. But we 
were bound to save our mates, so we 
started back with the rope. Scarcely, 
however, had we left the shoie when, 
we were capsi/.ed and thing back on the 
beach. Tho natives then came to our 
aid, and, as we started a second time, 
swam alongside of our boat. When we 
reached tho brig wo saw that it was an 
utter wreck and fast going to piecesi 
We at once launched tho big boat, and 
by means of tho ropo landed tho ivhole 
crew 


"Captain McKie, liowevor, would not 


think oi doscrting his ship 
'While a 


stick of her remains I'll stand-by her,1 
ho said, over and over again, as ho 
stood leaning over the starboard sido 
of tho bow, with tho great waves dash- 
ing continually over hia face. But as 
soon as the crew was landed tho Gov- 
ornw of "tark'8 Island sent a tall native 
to toll us that the Captain would bo 
brought ashore by force unless ho pre- 
ferred to come pf his own accord. Wo 
went back to the brig with tho nativo 
end gave tho Captain the message, am! 
after a long dispute he caine with us, 
or ra_ther wo managed to bring him' 
And it was well he did, for scarcely had 
we loft tho brig's sido before n big wavo 
tifted her high in the air, n.ml -when sho 
came down she was dashed m a thou- 
sand pieces 


"Everything on board was lost ex- 


cept the ship's papers I lost my en- 
tire kit, several valuables, and my citi- 
zen's papers. Wlien I landed I had 
cfltly a pair of pants and a -shirt. Con- 
sul Sanger, of Turk's Island, gave mo 
o$air oi boots, a pair of drawers, and 
an overshirt. He hunted the whole 
island for n coat for me, but could not 
get one. The other men were just as 
badly off. We left tho island on tho 
17th mat, and arrived h*o yesterday on 
tho Bteamor 
Santo 
Domingo.— N.
